There had been more doing in the 
iron trade with a further small decline in the 
prices of pig iron. 

The weather in England was rather un¬ 
favorable for the crops. This hud produced 
ail active speculation in bread Stuffs, with an 
advance in prices. 

The Annexation of Texas to the U. States 
has not at ail excited surprise. 

Mr. M’Lane, the newly appointed minister 
from the U. States, has arrived at Thomas’s 
Hotel, Berkeley-square, London. The Lon¬ 
don press announce his arrival with cordial 
greeting. 

The massacre of which the Arabs have 
been the victims in the cave ofDahra lias been 
freely commented on in the French and Brit¬ 
ish press, and its atrocity has been the suhjeet 
ol just and general condemnation. The affair 
is a sad stain on the glory of the French arms, 
and impairs the hitherto high character of 
their soldiery. 

Spain. —Spain is still feverish and unset¬ 
tled. At Tarragona the troops were attacked 
by the 1110b, and the soldiers had to fire in 
their defence. The conscription was the 
cause of the riot. 

Gbeece. —The accounts from Greece rep¬ 
resent the country as being overrun by rob¬ 
bers. Assassinations were frequent. 

The Overland Mail from India and China 
reached London 011 the 30th ult. 

The cholera has been vefy prevalent in 
Bombay and Fooiiab, and has raged in Lahore 
fearfully, 

Mrs. Catlin, the wife of Mr. George Catlin, 
the celebrated enterprising traveller among 
the Indian tribes, had just paid the last debt 
of nature in Paris, deeply regretted. Mr. 
Oiitlin is well known in the United States. 

Terrible Steamboat Disaster. 

There was a serious collision July llth, on 
the Black Sea, 40 miles east of the Bosphorus, 
between two Turkish steamers, one going to 
and the other coining from Trebizond. They 
each saw the oilier 20 minutes before they 
met, but one of the captains fancying the oth¬ 
er to be an Austrian vessel and governed by 
he rule of the Austrian sendee, put his helm 
a starboard, while the other followed the rule 
of the English service, and put his helm a 
port. The consequence was a tremendous 
shock. It was fur some time difficult to de¬ 
termine which vessel was most damaged, and. 
they separated. The Medjeria Tidjahret 
having dropped about a mile astern of ihe 
other, in less than a quarter of an hour she 
was found to be in a sinking condition, and 
before the fatter could come 10 her relief, she 
sunk. The boats were immediately so crowd¬ 
ed that 1 hey all sunk. About 70 persons by 
sw.mining and clinging to Spars, Succeeded in 
keeping afloat, until ihey Were taken on board 
by tl,e other vessel, ihe Scutari. All ihe rest 
135 in number, perished.
